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Parents and others are required to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should 
be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of 
Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, as amended by Chapter 280, 
Acts of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city 
or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date and 
place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number of the 
ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or deliver 
the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this section 
need not be given if the notice required by the following section 
is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the 
birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the date and place, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names 
ages, places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, 
giving the street number, if there be any, and the number of the 
ward in a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or 
not the physician or midwife signing the birth return personally 
attended the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and 
other facts relating’to the father shall not be stated except at the 
request in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required to 
be reported to the city or town clerk. ‘The fee of the physician 
or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made. 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
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from the city or town clerk stating that the said birth has 
been properly reported to him. The report required to be made 
by this section is in addition to the report required to be made by 
the preceding section, and as above provided, if made within 
forty-eight hours of the birth, the report required by the preced- 
ing section shall not be required. A physician or midwife who 
neglects to make and keep the record hereby required or who 
neglects to report in the manner specified above each birth within 
fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense forfiet a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or regis- 
trar shall file daily with the local board of health a list of all 
births reported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, 
sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 


Section 6. Paients within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every household, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

SECTION 11. 


Whoever wilfully, maliciously or wantonly cuts, destroys or 
injures a tree, shrub or growth which is not his own, standing 
for any useful purpose, shall be punished by imprisonment for 
not more than six months or by a fine of not more than five 
hundred dollars. 

SECTION 12. 


Whoever wantonly injures, defaces or destroys a shrub, 
plant or tree, or fixture of ornament or utility, in a public way 
or place or in any enclosure, or negligently or wilfully suffers an 
animal driven by or for him or belonging to him to injure, deface 
or destroy such shrub, plant, tree or fixture, or whoever by any 
other means negligently or wilfully injures, defaces or destroys 
such shrub, plant, tree or fixture shall forfeit not more than five 
hundred dollars, one half to the use of the complainant and one 
half to the use of the town in which the act was committed, and 
shall in addition thereto be liable to the town or to any person 
having an interest in said shrub, plant, tree or fixture for all 
damages caused by such act.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the fortieth annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1925. 

It is commonly thought by the public that the circulation 
of books for home use is the true standard of the library’s work, 
but the circulation alone is not an accurate estimate of the service 
rendered. The daily use of books, magazines and newspapers in 
the reference and reading rooms and the work with the children 
and schools cannot be recorded in statistical tables. 

During the period covered by this report many books and 
magazines have been consulted for purposes of reference and 
study only, frequently by persons who were not registered bor- 
rowers, and there is no record of such service. 

The total number of books issued for home use was 32,586, 
an increase of 1,676 over 1924. ‘The number of persons using 
the reading and reference rooms was 9,783 which is a gain of 
over 200. At the main library 29,013 books were circulated dur- 
ing the 298 days that the library was open. This is an average 
of 98 books loaned each library day, and is a per capita circula- 
tion of over 10. ‘Thirty per cent. of the total circulation were 
juvenile books which is a slight gain over last year. 

The volumes in the library now number 15,659. Of these 
357 have been added this year, while 110 volumes have been 
withdrawn making a gain of 247 volumes for the year. The 
new edition of the New International Encyclopedia was pur- 
chased from the income of the Bancroft Fund and the Joseph 
B. and Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund; 196 volumes of recent fiction 
and non-fiction were also purchased from the Joseph.B. and 
Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund. The 65 books purchased from the 
Bancroft-Day Fund were mostly current fiction and popular non- 
fiction. In addition to the 38 volumes of children’s books pur- 
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chased from the Sarah M. Whipple Fund, 12 beautifully illus- 
trated editions were presented by Mrs. Nathaniel F. Ayer. Nine 
books were purchased with the General Draper money. 

In February and March the library collected about fifty 
books and magazines, which were later sent to the Merchant 
Marine Association to be used by the seamen. 

The L’Illustrazione, an Italian Magazine, was given for one 
year by Princess Boncompagni. This magazine is a valuable 
addition to our Italian collection. The Sportsman Magazine 
and copies of Bird Life Magazine have been given by Mr. F. 
E. Ball and Mrs. Frank Clark. A collection of Armenian books 
was loaned by the Free Public Library Commission. 

The usual exhibit of children’s books was held during 
children’s book week. Owing to a change in financial regula- 
tions, books were not sold by the library, but book lists, prices 
and addresses of book stores were given to any one desiring them. 
A story hour was held on one day of the week which was attended 
by seventy-eight children from the third, fourth and fifth grades. 

The books on the state reading lists were placed where they 
could be easily obtained and the children were encouraged to 
select their books from these lists. 

The regular story hour was held once a week from January 
to April and was attended by 439 pupils from the lower grades. 

In June three divisions of the seventh grade came to the 
library and were given instruction in the use of the card catalogue 
and reference books by Miss Harriet B. Sornborger. In October 
the freshman class of the High School came in two divisions and 
received instruction and examination in the use of the library. 

Too much credit cannot be given Miss Caldwell for her work 
at the Branch. During the year she has loaned 3,573 books, an 
average of over 67 volumes for each of the 53 days that the libra- 
ry was open. ‘The total registration at the Branch is fifty. This 
means that 71 books were issued to each of the fifty borrowers 
during the year. On December 17th the library day was changed 
from Friday to Thursday. Interest in the Branch by the com- 
munity it serves has been shown by the many gifts of magazines 
and flowers. 
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The outstanding gift of the year came in March when 
Princess Boncompagni presented $500.00 in memory of her 
father General William F. Draper, to be used for the purchase 
of historical books. 

The annual meeting in June of the Massachusetts Library 
Club was attended on two of the days by the librarian, as was 
also the meeting held last October in Williamstown. 

Miss Madeleine Burrill was engaged in October as a full 
time assistant and the efficient service she is giving is much ap- 
preciated. Miss Zeta Snodgrass, a Junior in the High School 
gave the usual time required to learn the routine work and after 
passing a satisfactory examination has become part time assistant.

It is important to note the time at which the signals are given. 
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ATTENDANCE LAWS. 


The state laws governing school attendance requires that: 

Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless he 
is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen years of 
age, unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend school 
all the time the school is in session. Every child from fourteen 
to sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such child has 
received an employment certificate and is regularly employed 
according to law for at least six hours a day. All minors under 
sixteen working in towns or cities which maintain Continuation 
Schools, must attend the Continuation Schools as prescribed by 
law. 

If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child shall be con- 
sidered an habitual truant and may be sent to a truant school. 

If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


A REGULATION OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance to 
the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years of age 
on or before October 1, 1926). 

No child can enter the Kindergarten school unless such 
child shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For a child 
to enter the Kindergarten this coming fall he must be five years 
of age on or before October 1, 1926). 

No child can enter school for the first time during the year 
after October 1, except in special cases by permission. 

We urge that all children enter the Kindergarten as this is 
the school in which the work of the beginnings of reading, num- 
ber work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first grade 
without having attended the Kindergarten is thus handicapped by 
not having the advantages of the beginning work given in the 
Kindergarten. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


We have previously discussed the purpose of the school 
report, and the value of it we cannot discuss; but the purpose of 
schools of which reports speak may well be discussed and should 
be well understood. 

The present day school has become so complex, so ornated 
and so embellished that it is difficult to recognize the original 
institution which was founded with a definite purpose in the early 
history of our country. 

Like the evolution of the early, simple, crude ox-cart to the 
present day beautiful limousine with all it’s appointments, driven 
by the complex efficient motor, the present day school system with 
its complexity of enriched curricula, elaborate buildings and 
numerous conveniences and luxuries is far different from the 
early school of the ‘Little Red School House” days. 

The purpose and fundamental principle of operation of the 
present day automobile is the same as that of the ox-cart, both 
are vehicles of locomotion being either pulled or pushed. So 
the purpose of the school of today should be the same as the 
early school, to give training for meeting the demands of life, 
and the fundamental principles of operation are the same. 

The value of the automobile of today rests in it’s worth as a 
vehicle of rapid transportation. 

The school is an institution for a rapid training for life’s 
duties. Experience is a more effective teacher than theory, but 
it is also more cumbersome, often entailed with great danger and 
usually requires much more time. In school though the method 
of instruction must be, to an extent, theoretical, much more 
knowledge of facts and reasoning can be gained in the same time 
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than by experience. The laboratory method which is being 
rapidly adopted adds the advantage of experimental instruction 
to the long established theoretical. 


The modern school with all it’s advantages may not give a 
more thorough training than that of the old school, but it gives 
a broader training and does it in much less time. The time 
element is important in these days of haste. 


Children of today of any given age, have a broader insight 
into world affairs and larger general knowledge than children of 
years ago. This condition necessarily exists. ‘The present day 
world demands a much larger general knowledge, so a training 
for it is essential. 


Our schools will require no more extended equipment nor 
enlargement of training facilities than the complexity of society 
and progress of the times demand. ‘The demands of progress 
are always ahead of the supplies for meeting those demands. 


It is neither schools nor school officials and educators who 
are making the demands for new curricula and added phases of 
instruction in the schools; it is rather the conditions of society. 
The great increase in the varied activities of life of necessity de- 
mands training not only for the performances of these multiple 
activities, but also for a true comprehension and appreciation 
of them. 


The American public deserves to give its children the best 
possible education. Much has been done for the material side 
of living, but there has been a neglect in the education for the 
aesthetic side, and in the training for the right spirit of life. 


We should realize that school training must include some- 
thing more than the committing of facts and figures of ordinary 
school subjects, but rather a knowledge of how to keep well; 
how to be happy and contented; right use of leisure; good home 
and community atmosphere; cultivation of a right taste and true 
evaluation of social customs and _ habits. 

Schools cannot develop brains nor make intelligence, but 
they can and should train for the foundation of right habits. 
Habits are essential elements of life. Some one has said that 
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the chief aims of schools are to train children to become self- 
controlled, self-directed, self-supporting, intelligent citizens. — 

This training in the schools ought to carry over into the home 
and society. 

In a government where all political power is derived from 
the people through the means of universal suffrage, it is es- 
sential that the electorate shall be educated. Education for the 
whole people is necessary. A nation of ignorant subjects may 
be ruled by one capable despot, but in order that a self-governing 
nation shall succeed, the whole people must be rightly educated. 

When education becomes a menace to good government and 
the welfare of society, it becomes a crime and is worse than ig- 
norance. Herein lies a danger in education, unless it be of the 
right sort. 

It is often difficult for the work of the schools to counter 
act the bad influence of certain pernicious factors of education 
which are tolerated by society outside of school. 

Education of a people is the problem of the home, the 
church and society in general. Schools as maintained today, 
cannot do it all. 

The confidence that society places in the schools entrust- 
ing their children to it’s care for many days in the year is an 
encouraging omen and speaks commendingly of the present day 
school. | 

Honorable Newton D. Baker, declares, ‘“The great problem 
before the world today is rebuilding faith. Faith must be re- 
established or the fate which overtook the powerful nations of 
antiquity will be our’s.” Some picture that we are threatened 
with a dark age. Nothing can do more toward preventing this 
fate than to teach and instill in our people, especially our school 
children, Faith. Faith in the future, faith in truth, faith in our 
government and in it’s foundation principles, and faith in God 
and humanity. Any instruction which tends to break faith in 
the essentials of life is injurious. The instruction in schools 
should strengthen ‘faith. 

The schools of our town are striving to reach the ideals dis- 
cussed above. They are as free as possible from fads and the

non-essentials, and thorough effective work is being done. ‘The 
scholarship is not all that is desired in some cases. Lack of high 
scholarship is a problem which is becoming acute. It is par- 
tially offset by the fact that the demands of scholarship have 
been reduced, while those of other lines have been increased. 


Standard tests have been given during the past year by the 
Superintendent to pupils of the elementary grades. The results 
compared favorably with the standard. 

In the effort to give the individual pupil the largest oppor- 
tunity, the group system is being rather successfully carried out 
in most grades. This group plan gives an opportunity for all to 
advance in the subjects at the pace they can successfully go, thus 
lessening the difficulties of non-promotion and over-crowding the 
slower working minds. ‘This plan gives as good an opportunity 
to the individual as the “Dalton” or “‘Winetka” plans and has 
some decided advantages over those schemes. 


Most of our elementary schools have not been as crowded 
this year as in some years past, thus greater opportunities for 
giving each pupil special help is provided . This condition we 
have appreciated, for special training in that important subject- 
reading, and some other special lines is needed. 


Schools have gone smoothly and successfully this past year 
under the guidance of efficient teachers. Thus far this school 
year, the schools have had but little interruption by sickness or 
inclement weather. The school attendance has been very good. 
The average per cent. of attendance for all schools, during the 
fall term was ninety-six. 


The work in drawing, picture appreciation study, music and 
manual work has received. special attention. Prizes were given 


-at the close of the music appreciation contest. Freehand Draw- 


ing is given once a week in the High School. The Manual 
Training classes have been large and a good interest in this 
handicraft is shown. New drawing kits have been furnished the 
Mechanical Drawing classes. The classes in sewing are doing 
well and profiting by the advantages of the new lunch room 
which is also used as a sewing room. 
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A much needed improvement was provided during the sum- 
mer vacation by putting a partition in the basement of the 
Dutcher Street building and cutting a doorway through the brick 
partition thus making an attractive, convenient lunch room for 
pupils who bring lunches from home. This has been appreciated 
this year by all, and especially the Kindergarten, as the Kinder- 
garten room was formerly used for a lunch room with all the 
attendant disomforts. 


A teachers’ room was made in the front hall of the Chapel 
Street building, and equipped with furniture and modern plumb: 
ing. This has added much to the convenience of the building, 
especially as there has previously been no teachers’ room nor 
rest room for cases of sickness. 


A class of thirty-five was graduated from the Dutcher Street 
Grammar schoo] last June. The program of essays and music 
was of high order and rendered in an excellent manner. 


Physical Training and physical education has been con- 
tinued in the schools this year with interest and beneficial results. 
Considerable attention has been given to correct posture. A prize 
banner for good posture was given last spring to the winning © 
school, grade six. In the contest chis last fall, the decision was 
called a draw between the Dutcher Street sixth grade and the 
seventh A grade. Attention has been given to the encourage- 
ment and supervision of play at recess time by the director, Mr. 
Gourlie. A very attractive exhibition on a beautiful afternoon 
was given in the park last June. After this exhibition a field day 
of sports was given by the Grammar school boys. A list of 
prizes awarded is given in another part of this report. 


The boys of the Grammar School have been assisting the 
police officer in traffic duty while the school pupils cross 
Dutcher Street to and from the Park at recess time. Badges and 
straps have been provided. Two boys are on duty at a time. 
The force is changed from time to time so that a large number of 
boys have the practical experience. This has been excellent train- 
ing for the boys and they have shown themselves efficient in this 
duty. 
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The Summer Reading Course for school children which has 
been carried on for some years under the direction of the 
Bancroft Library, was continued this year, but no award certi- 
ficates were given. 

The books used for this course are taken from the State 
List for that purpose. Only about half.as many books as usual 
were read from this list this past summer, but the total number 
of Juvenile books read was larger than usual. 

The Story Hour at the library for school children is con- 
tinued this year. ‘This Story Hour comes on Monday afternoon 
during the winter months at directly after the close of schools. 
The usual attendance is about fifty. 

The schools have been fortunate in not having an epidemic 
of any contagious diseases this past year. There has been but 
little sickness except from minor colds. 

No extended campaign of health instruction has been car- 
ried on the past year, but rather, attention has been given to 
carefully guarding the health welfare of the pupils. 

Because of there being advantages in having a resident school 
physician and school nurses, after the Draper Corporation had 
provided an up-to-date, well equipped hospital in their factory, 
and had employed a resident physician and nurses, this physician 
and one of the nurses were engaged as school physician and 
school nurse. ‘Thus, the medical department of the schools is 
near by and available in case of emergency. 

The pupils of the Hopedale Elementary Schools were ex- 
amined by the school physician, Dr. Weymouth, with the 
assistance of the school nurse, between the dates of September 
29th and October 19th, 1925.

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The tonsils of some were badly diseased. The hardened 
wax in ears becomes serious if not attended to. Conditions of 
pediculosis are reported improved as all have responded to treat- 
ment when requested by the nurse. 

Notices of symptoms of defects were sent to parents with 
advice to consult the family physician. 

Many of the cases of diseased tonsils, adenoids, hardened 
wax, and defective teeth, were pupils in the lower grades. 

The school medical department suggests the following: 


“There are a great many pupils in all the 
schools that need Oral attention. We are in 
great need of a Dental Clinic, this is especially 
manifest when there are many children in one 
family, thus making it financially impossible y 
for the children to go to the Dentist often 
enough for proper care of their teeth.” 


At the instigation of the Worcester County Extension Ser- 
vice, Two Home Economics Clothing Clubs were conducted 
under the efficient and faithful leadership of Miss Edith Rose, . 
the members being girls from the sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades. The first club called the “Stitch In Time” club com- 
prised second and third year girls, fifteen in number; and the 
second “Jolly Sewing Club’—first year girls, twelve in number. 

The clubs met on alternate Wednesday afternoons, directly 
after school in the Dutcher Street building. Officers were elected 
and business was conducted in accordance with Parliamentary 
Law. ‘The garments were made at home, with some assistance 
at the meetings ; and the sewing, together with a required number 
of Home Tasks served as a basis for judging at the close of the 
course. A final exhibition of finished garments was held in the 
Dutcher Street School Assembly Hall on May 22nd. An en- 
tertainment was furnished by the club members, including two 
plays, several musical selections and readings; and after the en- 
tertainment awards were given to those whose work was judged 
to be best according to a fixed standard. This entertainment 
was attended and much enjoyed by many parents and friends. 


i 
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We were glad to have with us at this exhibition Mr. George 
Farley, the State Club Leader; Mr. Glenn Carruth the County 
Director, and Miss Edith Bennett, a County worker. Each gave 
helpful and interesting talks. Mr. Farley’s visits, which are rare, 
are always a real treat and his talks entertaining and very in- 
spiring. 

The girls were enthusiastic and faithful in the work and we 
believe much was accomplished, both in the line of sewing and 
learning to conduct a business meeting in the proper manner. 

These clubs do much toward inspiring interest in home 
duties and community welfare. 


The following prizes were awarded: 


Each club received a charter from the State Junior Exten- 
sion Service. First year members received bronze pins; second 
year girls, silver pins and third year girls gold pins. A certifi- 
cate of leadership and a pin were also presented to Miss Rose.

Second Year Prizes—Helen Sears, Eleanor Harmon. 


First Year Prizes—Margaret Symonds, Catherine Emig, 
Gwendolyn Hammond, Archalos Gerahian, Charlotte Pokela. 


A desk lamp has been provided the office clerk’s desk. A 
much needed lamp has been installed for use at the piano in the 
lower corridor of the Dutcher Street building. This is not only 
a convenience at the piano, but also gives needed light in the hall 
on dark days. ‘The piano there is used much for pupils marching 
in and out, and for song drills. Our school buildings are well 
equipped with good pianos which are very helpful for music in- 
struction. 

The American Legion medal for the Grammar school 
graduate who was considered, scholastically and morally, to be 
the best, all-round student of American History, was presented to 
John Baker. 
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The following prizes were awarded in the Music Memory 
Contest: Kenneth Baer; Walter Soderberg; Florence Negrotti ; 
Helen Fitzgerald. 


The instruction force of the High School has been  in- 
creased, and thus larger advantages offered in the Domestic 
Science and Commercial Departments, and also has made it pos- 
sible for classes in nearly all subjects to meet each school day in 
the week. For some time it has seemed impossible for all classes 
to meet five times per week. ‘The supplying of this deficiency 
will be of great advantage and is much appreciated. 


Miss Bennett, who has been employed two days per week 
for the household Arts instruction was engaged as a full time 
teacher, beginning this school year. 


It was expected that the High School enrollment this year 
would be larger than last year. It is a little less, this year one 
hundred and twenty, last year one hundred and twenty-nine. 
The decrease was due to the fact that several left school last 
year. A large per cent. of the Dutcher Street Grammar School 
graduates entered the High School this last fall, and the en-_ 
rollment this year remains nearly constant. 

The school has an excellent record of attendance; the tardi- 
ness averaging slightly over one a month. The percent. of 
attendance has not fallen below ninety-eight. 


The largest class in the history of the school was graduated 
with good rank last June. A larger class is expected this year. 
The prospect is that the enrollment of the school will not increase 
much in the immediate few years. 

Richard Visser, 1925, won appointment to the Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis, giving us two representatives at that institu- 
tion, Leland Woodbury entering in 1921. 

One new Underwood typewriter and several class room 
chairs have been added to the equipment in the High School. 
Our Commercial Department is strong. A good number of 
earnest working pupils are taking the course. 

A course of general household science with the cooking in- 
struction is given the girls of the First Year Class. The girls 
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of the Second Year Class have one double period per week of 
cooking practice. 

With the enlargement of the Household Arts course, it has 
been possible to have lunch served each school day. A _ large 
number are availing themselves of the advantages of a warm 
lunch, or something warm to supplement the lunch brought 
from home. The noon recess warm lunch is beneficial to health 
as well as a convenience. 

The practice-cooking and lunch department is nearly self- 
supporting financially. ‘The lunches are sold pupils at the usual 
school lunch rates. 

At the beginning of the fall term, 1925, the High School 
session was lengthened one half hour. The time of the session 
now being from 8.30 A. M. to 2.00 P. M. with twenty-five 
minutes recess period. 

This longer school day gives the advantage of more time for 
class periods, and more school study time for pupils. 

The morning rhetoricals held from time to time during the 
year and the final public Prize Speaking in May were commend- 
able this past year. We are still looking for those debates which 
the writer has long been hoping to hear. 

We are pleased to call attention to the appearance of the 
“Blue Flame,” the Hopedale High magazine, in two numbers. 
These were very interesting to the school and it’s pupils, and a 
credit to all. We have hoped it would appear in three numbers 
at least, this year. The production of this magazine is excellent 
training in literature, composition, management and _ business 
lines. 

The two plays given by the school were well given and 
largely attended. 

The spirit of our High School pupils is remarkably good, 
and the work commendable. The pupils have a deep, serious in- 
terest in their work. During the year, the school received an in- 
spection visit by Mr. Morse of the State Department of Edu- 
cation. His report gave high commendation of the school. “TI 
am glad to say that I found there a good High School. The 
teaching was generally good.” 
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For lack of convenience, not much can be done in athletics 
by the school, but the tennis clubs did well, and the base ball 
team made a good record. ‘The team finished second in the Tri- 
County League, losing the championship in the very last game 
of the season. The record of the team since joining the League 
is as follows :— 


1923—Won the Championship. 


1924—-Finished in second place. 
1925—Finished in second place. 


The Interclass Tennis cup donated by Principal Dennett 
five years ago was captured for this year by the class of 1927. 
This is an annual tournament played in the fall in the town 
park. 

The Superintendent wishes to highly commend the team, 
our principal who coached them, and the school for their true 
sportsman spirit. ‘The last message of the late Andy Smith, the 
great California coach, was that winning is not the thing in the — 
game—the game is the thing. He said, “Winning is not every- 
thing, and it is far better to have played the game squarely and: 
lost than to have won at the sacrific of an ideal. 

Interclass hockey is being conducted on the pond, and the 
rivalry among the classes is healthy and clean. Twelve games 
are scheduled. 

The school directory will show that there have been two 
changes in the teaching force from last year. The vacancies 
made by the resignations of these two teachers were filled by 
careful selection. All our teachers are conscientious in their work 
and are ready to give their best, in school and outside of school, 
for the betterment of the pupils. There is an excellent spirit in 
our schools, all work harmoniously, and a successful school year 
has resulted. 

We are very grateful for the favors shown the school 
children at Christmas by Mrs. Bristow Draper, and the High 
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School upon the Washington trip by Mrs. Draper and Mrs. 
Nathaniel Ayer; for the prizes for the Peace essays by Mr. 
Patrick; and the prize by the American Legion. We wish to 
thank these, the Women’s Club, the Library, the School Com- 
mittee, and all others who have added to the pleasure and ad- 
vantages of our schools.
